The return 
to power of Count Shigenobu Okuma 
who has astonished his best friends by 
the radicalism of his utterances in the 
past few years, shows that democratic 
forces have won a signal victory for 
the moment. It is not too much to 
say that the 
recommendation of 
Count Okilma as premier by the few 
remaining elder statesmen of the Em- 
pire was really out of deference to 
:he voice of the people. 


The elder statesmen, or genro had 
previously selected Viscount Kiyoura 
in an attempt, to keep the reins ol 
government in the hands of the bure- 
aucrats and reactionaries, but the 
jrotest from the different groups in 
.he House of Representatives was so 
strong that Kiyoura was forced to 
abandon his task of forming a cabi- 
net. At the same time the genro, who 
now number fewer than half a dozen 
very aged men, 
were severely con- 
demned by the press as no longer rep- 
resenting the new Japan which de- 
sired that the 
govflrnmen* should 
>ass from the hands of a few men in- 
o the hands ot the people.

Jkuma himself had been a member ot

jury. Jenove claimed that the em- 
ployes of the Electric plant knew the 
names o'f the boj's who were guilty of 
the shooting but refused to 
reveal 
their identity. The police are making 
an investigation and intend to trace 
the matter down. 
Shooting over water, the police de- 
clare, should be stopped for the bullets 
will skip from the surface for a great 
distance beyond the intended mark.

The 
condition of the men is serious, but 
it Is believed they will survive 
A wifeless message from the cap- 
tain of the Seneca told concisely of 
the rescue. 
Little could be learned 
from the exhausted sailors of their 
experience .beyond the fact that they" 
had been tossed helplessly on the sea 
since May 4, when fire on the Colum- 
bian drove them into 
thefr small 
boat. There were fifteen men in the 
craft when they left tile Columbian. 
t/leven companions died of hanger and 
exposure and the four emaciated me* 
taken aboard the revenue cutter were 
almost unconscious. 
A single case of water stowed in 
the stern was soon exhausted, but 
.ortunately rain fell, and the men suf- 
:ered less from thirst than trom hun- 
er. 
One hundred ' pounds of hard 
tacks furnished their only food. This' 
was used up the first week. 
Day after day the man made an 
iftort to attract the attention of pass- 
ng shipping. On the first day three 
steamers were sighted, and for nearly

Fully Visible in Europe. 
On August 21, 1914, the moon will 
pass exactly between the earth and 
the sun, and there 
will 
be a total 
solar eclipse. It will not be observed 
in America, except 
as a small par- 


tial eclipse at sunrise in tho northern 
statets and Canada, 
but in 
Persia, 


Russia, and Scandinavia the full effect 
will be seen. 


Although the moon looks about the 
same size as the sun, it is very- much 
smaller and nearer. The sun is 80",,- 
uno miles in diameter and 93,000 fino 
miles away, while the moon is 2,1 (53 
miles in diametar 
and 239,0011 miles 


away. On account of the moon's small 
size 
compared 
with the sun, 
the 
shadow cast by the moon is n cone, 
and the point of this cone just barely 
reaches the earth. 


Belt 85 Mites Wide.

Woman's Congress at Rome 


Today.—Outline Work 
Schedule. 
Rome, May 18.—The readjustment 
of woman's sphere of action in the 
home, in the field of labor, and in 
social work, to meet the changed con- 
ditions of today, we're the problems 
with which 
the 
Internationa! Con- 
gress of Women had cut out for itself 
to solve when it reconvened here this 
morning. 


The opening session of the congress 
which has been organized by the Na- 
tional Council of Italian Women, was 
attended by nearly 4,000 women. Of 
these, nearly one-half were delegates 
to the Quinquennial Meeting of the in- 
ternational Council of Women, which 
closed its sessions in Rome Friday, 
but who remained over to participate 
m the congress. 
It was in fact owing 
largely to the holding in Rome oi' the 
International 
congress at this time 
and as a result the opening session 
this morning had amongst its audi- 
ence such 
distinguished Women as 
Lady Aberdeen, president of the coun- 
cil; -Princess 
Laetitia, 
Duchess 
of 
Aosta, Mrs.. Ogilvie-Gordon, Countess 
Spalletti-Rasponi, 
Fran 
Hainisch of 
Vienna, Mrs. Mary Sewall, Madame 
Arvil de Ste. Croix, Countess Danieli- 
Camor./4. Rev. Anna Shaw, and in fact 
practically all the best known leaders 
of, the feminist movement from all of 
the leading countries of the world. 
The opening session, declared to be 
the most representative gathering of 
women of the world that has ever 
been taken, was held in the perma- 
nent art palace erected by Italy in 
the .Valle Guilia for the exposition of 
three years ago. 
As the building was 
taxed to its capacity 
arrangements 
were made for the holding of over- 
flow meetings hereafter in the Ameri- 
can pavillion, a permanent structure 
erected for the exposition and which 
is still standing.
